Report of the Board of Education. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hudson: 


Your School Board submit their annual report for the 
year ending March 1, 1898. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The town having no further use for Nos. 2, 4, 5 and 
8, sold them at public auction. 


No. 7 was retained on a petition of the citizens. 


Our new school houses have proved the generous and 
wise outlay of the town by their better facility for study 
and instruction, and especially for graded schools. 

Their large, commodious and airy rooms are in strik- 
ing contrast with the small, inconvenient and crowded 
houses, especially Nos. 5 and 6, with their close and 
stifling atmosphere. 

Pure air is essential to study, mental growth and 
vigor, as well as bodily health. There are far more 
freedom, ease and inclination to study, when plenty of 
room and air are given. The scholars disturb each other 
less. It is easier to maintain quiet and order. ‘The 
teacher can have a place for everything and everything 
in place, work with greater convenience, economy and 
advantage, and secure corresponding results. 

The scholars submit to discipline more readily in the 
new houses than formerly, cultivate more neatness, taste 
and better manners, and are fitting themselves to become 
better members of society. 
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The town, with wise forethought and generosity, 
planned the Webster school house for growth. The 
Webster school has increased so that another room is 
very much needed. 

We have had over 100 scholars registered in the 
school during the year. ‘These have taken all the studies 
from Primary to advanced Grammar, so that we have 
beer obliged to employ a third teacher, and to seat, 
warm and use the corridor for a recitation room. 

Your Board recommend finishing the two upper rooms 
of the Webster school house according to the original 
plan. The town will then have all in school houses 
which will be needed, probably, for several years. 

Considerable discomfort has been felt by the Smith 
school from insufficiency of heating apparatus. Several 
efforts have been made to remedy this, and we have 
placed a stove in one of the rooms which will be sufh- 
cient for any weather. 

We note with grateful acknowledgment the gift of a 
fine toned’ bell to the Webster school by our much re- 
spected citizen, Kimball Webster, Esq. 

Mr. Thomas G. Gerrish, Jr., of Lowell, Mass., but 
partly a resident of Hudson, with most generous and 
patriotic wishes, gave a national flag to the school, for 
which the Board, teachers and scholars voted most 
hearty thanks. 


THACHERS. 


We have had less change of teachers the past year 
than usual. Most of them had done good, faithful ser- 
vice in our schools before. | 

We note, especially, the fidelity and success of our 
Grammar School Principal, Mr. Fred H. Nemcomb, who. 
had the remarkable record until last term, when he was 
kept at home a few days by sickness, of not having been 
absent from his school duties, either as scholar or teacher, 
for thirteen years. 
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The Webster school has been kept from the beginning 
by Mr: Newcomb and Miss Lilian A. Proctor, with ex- 
cellent order, progress and success. They have been 
ably assisted two terms by Miss Gertrude M. Saunders. 

The Smith school began the year with Miss Mary W. 
Baker and Miss Emma Creighton. Miss Baker has con-’ 
tinued the Grammar school through the year with 
marked success. 

We were very loth to Rie Miss Creighton from the 
Primary school after the first term by sickness. 

Miss Bessie C. Tyler, who had formerly taught No. 7, 
took her place, and has done good work. Miss Mary C. 
Lenahan in No. 9, and Miss Minnie W. Marshall in 
No. 3 have continued through the year what they had 
so well begun. 

Miss Elizabeth J. Groves taught the first term in No. 
I very acceptably, but after that the school had to be dis- 
continued for lack of pupils. 

Miss Hattie Smith, formerly a teacher in No. 2, has 
kept that school successfully through the year. 

Our teachers have all been competent, faithful, suc- 
cessful and deserving of praise. : 


SCHOLARS. 


We had by the enumeration last April less scholars in 
Hudson than during the year before. But children have 
since come into our town, so that our present enrollment 
is greater than before. All the scholars, with few ex- 
ceptions, have made good progress. 

‘Punctuality, regularity in attendance, and order are 
the first requisites of a good school. It is rare that a 
scholar who is in his place promptly and regularly, and 
is willing to obey, has any trouble with his teacher, and 
does not succeed. On the other hand, one who is care- 
less about attendance and behavior is quite sure to lose 
interest in the school, fail of success, and complain of his 
teacher. 
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The general attendance and character of the schools 
have been of a high order, most of the tardiness and 
absences being confined to a few individuals. 

We hold to as little punishing scholars as possible. 
But we insist on their prompt and ready obedience, and 
think that some punishment should be administered 
before sending a scholar out of school. 

The scholars have with few exceptions showed cheer- 
ful and ready obedience, and the Board have had very 
little occasion to supplement and enforce the authority 
of the teachers. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


It had been several years since any change had been 
made in school books. Anticipating several changes in 
the near future, the Board did not expend so much 
money in books the year before as usual, consequently 
our supply was much worn and needed replenishing very 
much. 

We have expended the past year over $40 in rebinding 
and repairing more than 140 volumes, making them 
nearly as good and quite as durable as new. 

We have introduced the New Normal Readers in place 
of the Franklin Readers, which had been in use since 
1887; Maynard & Merrill’s Vertical Penmanship in place 
of the former system. 

We have exchanged Butler’s Geography for Werner’s 
Geography, and Patterson’s Grammar for that of Whit- 
ney & Lockwood. 

We have also introduced an Elementary History, 
entitled ‘‘The Story of Our Country,’’ and some other mis- 
cellaneous books and maps which were needed. 

The expense for school books the past year has been 
unusually large. But the books are in much better con- 
dition than they had been for several years, and will not 
require so much repairing and replenishing for some 
time. 
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EXPENSES. 


Our schools require a large expenditure of the town’s 
money. Every taxpayer is interested in having them 
kept at as small outlay as possible, consistent with good, 
effective work. This we have tried to do. 

We do not emulate, or desire to compete with cities, 
or much larger towns. But we want and should have as 
good schools in Hudson as possible. We want them not 
only for our children, but for the future growth, pros- 
perity and character of our town. 

One of the first questions asked by persons thinking of 
purchasing and residing in a town, is: ‘‘What are your 
schools and school houses ?”’ 

There is no investment which pays a town better than 
good school houses and good schools. Your School 
Board have tried to make the best use of your money. 

We had hoped to have a full school year of 30 weeks, 
but have been obliged, as we did not feel justified in 
over-running the appropriation, to shorten the schools 
one week. 

We have received less the last year, than the year pre- 
vious, from the Literary Fund. Some bills have been 
larger than we anticipated. Other unforeseen expenses 
have increased the amount beyond the probable estimate 
which we gave the town at the last school meeting, which 
was placed at the lowest figure. 


CO-OPERATION OF SCHOO], BOARD AND CITIZENS. 


Your School Board are servants of the town. ‘The 
future of Hudson is bound up in our schools. What our 
schools are now will determine in great measure the pro- 
gress and character of the town for coming generations. 

We have sought the best interests of Hudson, as well 
as of our schools. We may seem sometimes to have 
conflicted with the interests and rights of individuals. 
But we have done so only when we thought we saw that 
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to do differently would start a precedent which we could 
not sustain, and which would complicate and make 
matters worse. So we have tried to do as we thought 
best and necessary in the circumstances. 

We want the kind regard and co-operation of all our 
citizens. We have tried by the wisest and most econom- 
ical management in our power to merit them. We want 
criticism and suggestions in a kind and public spirited 
way. We are not infallible, and do not desire to be 
autocratic. But we have to decide according to our best 
judgment and to stand there. 

We want parents and guardians to see that their child- 
ren are, when possible, punctually and regularly at 
school. We want all the citizens to visit the school as 
_ often as they can, so that they may be acquainted with 
teachers and scholars, as well as with the work of the 
School Board, and give us intelligent sympathy, sug- 
gestion and support. | 

If you fail to do this, and we fail to merit your con- 
fidence and co-operation, our schools must suffer and fail 
to give satisfaction accordingly. 

It is with great pleasure that we acknowledge the con- 
sideration, kindness and courtesy which you have 
shown us while trying to serve you. Especially does the 
retiring member of the Board thank you, who with 
many pleasant memories of the schools, asks your espe- 
cial co-operation with his colleagues and successor.
